Knee will scope and cost the
area.

Knee said the South end of Oak Ridge needs to be made more
attractive possibly with crushed stone, railroad ties or something to make it nicer looking
and more inviting. He said now, with the residue from the fires the area is even less inviting
and he wondered if the charred debris could be cleaned up and taken to the old dump site.
